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Bonita Farm continued 



Among young stallions entering stud in Maryland 
next season, none has gained more ready acceptance 
than the exotically-named El Raggaas. 

A 5-year-old son of Northern Dancer—the name 
means The Dancer in Arabic—El Raggaas was pur¬ 
chased in Ireland last year by Diana and Ken Carlson, 
owners of Brookwood Farm in Howard County. The 
Carlsons, who are retaining a half-interest in the 
horse, offered 20 shares for sale this spring and sold 
them all quickly, within two months. 

El Raggaas will stand at Bonita Farm in Darlington. 
His 1988 stud fee is private. 

The big selling point is El Raggaas's pedigree. His 
dam. Flower Princess, a stakes-winning daughter of 
Majestic Prince, is a half-sister to champion and lead¬ 
ing Maryland sire The Minstrel, as well as stakes win¬ 
ners Far North and Pilgrim—all of whom are by 
Northern Dancer. His second dam, Fleur, is a daugh¬ 
ter of the outstanding race mare and producer Flaming 
Page, dam of the phenomenal Nijinsky II and cham¬ 
pion Minsky—both also by Northern Dancer. 

"We'd been looking for the right Northern Dancer 
stallion for about four years," says Bonita Farm presi¬ 
dent J. William Boniface. "Last winter we got Diana's 
brochure in the mail, and this horse just kind of 


jumped out at us. He has looks—at 16 hands he's one 
of the large Northern Dancers. There's his pedigree, of 
course. And he had racing ability, too." 

Bred in Canada by E.P. Taylor, and sold to Arab 
interests at Keeneland in 1983 for SI.6 million, El Rag¬ 
gaas did not distinguish himself as a race horse. Un¬ 
raced at 2, he broke his maiden in a minor (non-black- 
tvpe) stakes at Salisbury, in England, in the fourth 
start of his 3-year-old season. Racing in the colors of 
Sheikh Hamdan al Maktoum, with H. Thompson 
Jones as trainer, he made a total of eight starts in 
England and Germany that year, and only once more 
finished in the money. 

The Carlsons and Boniface, who also trains a large 
public stable at his farm, had hoped to prove El Rag- 
gaas's racing ability in this country before retiring the 
horse to stud. They were tremendously encouraged 
bv the way he won his U.S. debut, a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance race at Delaware Park last April. "He got 
squeezed back on the outside and inside early in that 
race; the boy was on his ears," recounts Boniface. "But 
he caught them and passed them and won in ten and 
change. That had to show a lot of ability." 

After that, Boniface decided to point his charge to 
the Budweiser Breeders' Cup Handicap on Preakness 
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New stallion at Bonita is El Raggaas (left), a son of Northern

day. He ran him back in a mile and one-sixteenth 
allowance race the week before the Preakness, and El 
Raggaas checked in a disappointing fifth. "He had a 
quarter crack that became aggravated; there wasn't 
much point in stopping him and then try ing to bring 
him back all over again. We had run out of time," 
explains Joan Boniface, Bill Boniface's wife and part¬ 
ner. 

With the acquisition of El Raggaas, Bonita Farm will 
have five stallions for 1988. The Bonifaces' sprawling, 
400-acre establishment is already home to Deputed 
Testamony (who stands for 520,000 live foal), John 
Alden ($7,500 live foal), Parfaitement (57,500 live foal) 
and Sir Raleigh (56,000 live foal). 

But there is still plenty of room for expansion at 
Bonita. "Someday/' says Bill and Joan's 23-vear-old 
son William K. (Billy) Boniface, "we hope to make this 
farm one of the major commercial breeding farms in 
the mid-Atlantic area." 

Bonita Farm's stallion roster is just one indication of 
how dramatically the family-operated business has 
grown over the past several years. Since winning the 
1983 Preakness with homebred Deputed Testamony, 
the Bonifaces have moved their farm to a new, and 
much bigger, location. (The "old" Bonita farm was 
near Bel Air; the "new" Bonita is farther north in 
Harford County, close to the Susquehanna River.) 

Starting completely from scratch at the new farm, 
the Bonifaces have constructed nothing less than a 
multi-million dollar showplace. Facilities include a 
custom-designed five-eighths mile training track with 
an inner half-mile turf course. "We incorporated a lot 
of things we'd learned over the years when it came to 
designing the race track," says 45-year-old Bill Boni¬ 
face, who has been a public trainer since 1963. "The 
new track is 30 feet wide—ten feet wider than our old 
track—and it has a ten degree slope at each turn. 
Things like that you learn from trial and error." 

A total of seven new buildings, plus an enormous 
machine shed, have gone up at Bonita. The farm office 
and breeding shed were built in quarry stone, giving 
them the look of well-restored old buildings. Exten¬ 
sive remodeling and reconstruction have also been 
finished on the main farm house, a huge stone dwel¬ 
ling dating back to the 1700s. 

Finishing touches yet to be completed include pav¬ 
ing the roads (which are extra wide, to allow plenty of 
access for horse vans), fence painting, and some more 
fence construction. A path that can be used to hack 
horses around the outside perimeter of the farm is 



scheduled to be built next year, along with a new 
broodmare barn that will have both an operating room 
and an intensive care unit for foals. 

Running the farm is a full-time job for Bill and Joan 
and four of their five children. "We couldn't have 
done it without our children," says Joan, who never 
loses an opportunity to stress how important their 
children have been to the development of the farm. 
Behind Billy, who is the oldest at 23, come Kevin, 21; 
Kim, 20; John, 18, and Bonita, 16. All are bona fide 
partners in the business. Billy has ten percent of the 
stock in the farm, and the other children each own five 
percent, with the parents controlling the remainder. 

The Bonifaces hold actual board meetings in their 
house every third Thursday. "We have dinner, and 
then each of us gives a report," explains Mrs. Boni¬ 
face. But meetings represent only a miniscule amount 
of the Boniface family's total work time. 

Young Billy's domain is the broodmare and yearling 
operations, and general farm maintenance. Counting 
mares that were sent out to be bred at other farms, he 
handled the breeding of 175 mares last spring, and 
delivered 73 foals. Bonita stood only two stallions 
when Billy went to work full-time on the farm, back in 
1982. And much of the growth of Bonita's breeding 
operation is a result of his efforts. 

"My folks didn't urge me to go to work on the 
farm—they left it up to me," remarks Billy. "But I was 
the oldest, and I saw they needed help. When I got out 
of school, it was a question of whether we were going 
to build up the breeding operation, or not." Today he 
has complete charge of the breeding division. 

Billy is responsible for a year-round broodmare 
population of about 50. This fall he is supervising the

breaking of 21 yearlings; another large group of year¬ 
lings will be broken in January. "Last year we had so 
many yearlings that we decided to try' dividing them 
into two groups this year. We're offering it to our 
clients either way/' he explains. 

Billy's wife, Barbara, sometimes helps out in the 
broodmare barn. She also works in the office at Bonita, 
assisting Joan in billing and record-keeping. Billy and 
Barbara have their own house on the farm, and have 
been married for two years. A native of Havre de 
Grace, Barbara met her husband at John Carroll high 
school, when both were juniors, and naturally gravi¬ 
tated into a job at Bonita around the time she and Billy 
began dating. 

Her father is a project manager for NASA, and her 
mother works in the post office at Havre de Grace. 
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They live in a typical suburban development, and led a 
typical suburban life before coming into contact with 
the Bonifaces. "Now my parents are starting to get 
interested in horses," says Barbara. "They bought a 
half interest in one of Deputed Testamony's foals, and 
my mother has a part-time job taking pictures for the 
farm. My brother works here on the farm for Billy 
when he's home from college in the summers." 

Second in command to Billy in the broodmare barn 
is John Boniface. John is learning to do farrier work. 
And like all the Bonifaces, he has had experience in all 
phases of the operation. 

Over in the training barn, big Bill is captain, with 
Kevin (a licensed trainer in his own right) second in 
command, and Kim serving as line boss. Kim has full 
charge of the training barn on most afternoons, when 
her father and Kevin are away running horses at the 
tracks. Until recently, Kevin's wife Chris also worked 
as an exercise girl for the race horses. But she has been 
on maternity leave since giving birth to a baby daugh¬ 
ter, Michelle, on August 15. The baby is Bill and Joan's 
first grandchild. 

Total population in the training barn consists of 40 
horses in training, plus 20 turnouts, for some ten to 15 
separate clients. 

Bonita, the youngest in the family, is commuting to 
Garrison Forest School as a junior this year, but she 
pitches in where needed on weekends and vacations. 

"It takes a lot of work, a lot of care to keep a place like 
this going," observes Joan. "But it's been very reward¬ 
ing." 

Busy as they are on the farm, the Bonifaces make 
time for other commitments. Billy, John and Kim are 
all trained volunteer firefighters for the Level fire de¬ 
partment, and Billy is a certified paramedic.

Breeders Association, serv es on the MHBA board and

is also a founder and key supporter of the Maryland 
Million. In the year before the Maryland Million be¬ 
came a reality, he went around to countless Rotary 
Clubs and 4-H Clubs, "trying to educate them to the 
fact that there's more to racing than losing your pay- 
check on a 9-5 shot." Says Bill: "This game's been 
good to me. I like to think I can give something back." 

Meanwhile, the Bonifaces are looking forward to 
Deputed Testamony's first crop coming to the races 
next year. "Thirty of the mares in his book that first 
year were either stakes winners or (stakes) produc¬ 
ers," says Bill."That should give you some kind of an 
idea of what w'e're expecting." Boniface expects to be 
involved with the training of at least a dozen of D.T.'s 
2-vear-olds w'hen Bonita gears up for next season. □

City Boy Lany Murray 
Supervises Glade Valley

When Larry Murray moved into the farm mana¬ 
ger's house at Glade Valley Farms back in January, 
1979, he didn't feel much at home. 


"Here I was, a city boy from Brooklyn ... I don't 
think I really expected it to work out," says Murray, 
who was only 26 years old when he stepped right into 


the job of farm manager at the huge, 560-acre commer¬ 
cial breeding establishment in Frederick (Md.). 

It wasn't as if Murray didn't know how to handle 
horses. The nephew of a trainer, he'd grown up work¬ 
ing on the backstretch at Belmont Park. At a very early 
age he'd been an assistant trainer for one of the top 
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stables in New York. And in his last job he'd chaper¬ 
oned horses all over the world for an air transportation 
company. 

But the new on-farm boss had never driven a trac¬ 
tor, or handled a manure spreader, in his life. 

Murray, who says running a big Thoroughbred 
farm is a lot less glamorous than some people might 
think ("If something needs to be done, I go out there 
and do it"), was young—and willing to learn. And he 
quickly grew into the job. 

He learned the ins and outs of breeding farm routine 
from one of the top professionals in the field. Dr. 
Robert A. Leonard. A founding owner of Glade Val¬ 
ley, Dr. Leonard still lives on the farm and has overall 
charge of the operation. But he has delegated most of 
the day-to-day responsibilities, including the super¬ 
vising of breaking, breeding and foaling, farm up¬ 
keep, and dealing with clients, to Larry Murray. 

"Dr. Leonard told me how he wants things done," 
says Larry, who has become widely known and re¬ 
spected throughout the breeding industry. "It's up to 
me to put them in practice." 

Murray is still struck by the differences between race 
track and farm life: "One of the reasons I came here 
was to have the opportunity to see it all," he com¬ 
ments. "Back when I worked at the race track, I had no 
idea where horses come from. They got off the van— 
and they were race horses. Nobody at the race track 
understands what it takes to raise a horse. 

"Once I got here, it seemed so natural to me that this 
is the way breeding stock is handled. It's surprising to 
me that horses on the race track are not more neurotic 
than they are. It's got to be a tremendous shock for a 
horse to go from farm life to the race track. We shed 
raise our yearlings, and I can't imagine any other way. 
Horses are herd animals. Then, they go to the race 
track and they have to spend most of their time in 
stalls." 

After working for nine years on a breeding farm, 
Murray finds it "amazing" that so many horses actu¬ 
ally make it to the races. "When you see, firsthand, 
some of the things that can happen from the time a 
mare foals, up through weaning, and breaking, and 
early training ..." 

Glade Valley stands five stallions, including 20- 
year-old Rollicking, who has long been one of Mary¬ 
land's leading sires. The farm is active year-round, 
and handles all phases from foaling to breaking year¬ 
lings and rejuvenating race horses. Glade Valley

breeds and races, and buys and sells yearlings, in its 
own name, as well as for outside clients. "About the 
only thing we don't do," explains Larry, "is train 
horses to run off the farm." 

For Murray, one of the biggest challenges is dealing 
with such large numbers. "We had 50 weanlings this 
year. You worry, with so many babies around during 
the breeding season, because they are so susceptible to 
problems. Fortunately, we had a fantastic year. We 
didn't lose anything. Sometimes I feel like I'd like to 
have the Pope come in and bless everything at the 
beginning of the breeding season." 

But Larry is not a man who is easily rattled. Before 
coming to Glade Valley, he had a job that most horse¬ 
men would consider unimaginably stressful, and 
grueling. Today, he talks about his three years with 
the Murtv Brothers air transportation company the 
way some people describe their vacations. "I got to see 
a lot of places, like Europe, South America, Japan, 
South Africa, that I would never have had a chance to 
see otherwise," says Murray. And although there 
were the inevitable snafus that come in that line of 
work, Larry says he was never really bothered by any 
of it. 

He doesn't have any "nightmare stories, of horses 
pitching fits," although his wife, Janice, who was 
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Murray continued 


along on some of the travels, recalls the time they were 
taking 35 broodmares to South America "and the 
lights went out, and one of the mares broke loose." 
Janice will also never forget a trip to Caracas, when 
they arrived at 3 a.m. without their crew manifest. 
"We sat on the floor in the hallway all night, with a 
drunk official standing over us, holding a machine 
gun," recounts his wife. 

Murray has worked with horses all his life. He grew 
up in Bellerose, a little community just over the fence 
from Belmont Park, and spent his summers and week¬ 
ends walking hots. Although his grandfather, Mickey 
Miles, had been a jockey (riding mostly in Europe 
because he had trouble making the weight in the 
U.S.), and his maternal uncle, Tom Miles, is a long 
established New England-based trainer, Larry says he 
did not exactly grow' up in a family of horsemen. 

"It wasn't like being a trainer's son. I w'as exposed to 
it, and I went to the race track w ith my uncle, but my 
parents were never interested in horses." Larry's fath¬ 
er worked part-time in the mutuels department at 
New' York tracks while Larry was growing up. Since 
then he has retired from a career with Blue Cross and 
gone to work full-time as a NYRA mutuels clerk. "But 
mv father has no interest except the racing aspect," 
says Larry. "He never gets near a horse." 

In 1972—the year that champion Numbered Ac¬ 
count was a 3-vear-old—Larry went to work for the 
Ogden Mills Phipps racing stable, and he quit college 
after attending for two years w'hen Phipps' trainer, 
John Russell, offered him the job of assistant a short 
time later. "John Russell was a big influence on me," 
says Murray. "He had a definite knack for developing 
horses, and he w'ould go to great lengths to keep them 
happy. 

"Also, I learned a lot from the old grooms up in New' 
York. Some of them had been working for the same 
people for a long time, and they made grooming hors¬ 
es an art." 

Murrav met his w ife w'hen he took a string of the 
Phipps horses to Camden, S.C., in 1975, and the cou¬ 
ple w'as married in 1980, soon after he took the job at 
Glade Valiev. Janice w'orked at race tracks, mostly as a 
groom, but says her sister. Dee Cottingham, w'as the 
real horsew'oman of her family. Janice and Dee grew' 
up in the Frederick area, and Dee, an accomplished 
rider, exercised horses at Glade Valley for 12 years. It 
w as through Dee that Larry Murray met Dr. Leonard. 

Larrv and Janice live in a comfortable old house at 
Glade Valley with their two sons, Patrick, 5, and

Brian, 3, and they are looking forward to the birth of 
their third child in November. "Coming here was an 
opportunity I couldn't pass up," says Larry, who has 
not ruled out the possibility of returning to the race 
track to train horses some day. □

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How to Contact Your 
Elected Representative 


You can influence your elected 
representatives by writing to them. 
They read letters from constitu¬ 
ents, and the few who write to 
them have proportionately greater 
influence than the many who 
don't. Here are some proven tips 
on how to go about it. 

Be logical. An emotional appeal 
is not enough. Back your argu¬ 
ments with facts and substance. 
Show how proposed legislation 
will affect your business, commun¬ 
ity, or the state or nation. 

Be specific. If you're writing 
about a bill, refer to its content as 
well as giving its number. Don't 
assume that your legislator can re¬ 
call full details of all legislation filed 
in a session. 

Be brief. If you write on more 
than one topic, write more than 
one letter. 

Be positive and cordial. Your 
tone should be business-like, clear 
and concise, but not curt. Don't 
threaten to vote for someone else. 
And a letter saying "well done" 
could make a legislator feel more 
positive about your next request. 
Don't wait until the bill is out of 
committee. 

Identify yourself. Sign letters 
and include your address and tele¬ 
phone number. When expressing 
an organization's views, use its let¬ 
terhead. 

Address mail to The Honorable 
(full name). In the greeting, ad¬ 
dress the official by his title and last 
name, as "Dear Senator Smith." 
Never spell a name wrong. Type or 
write legibly. 

Ask your legislator to let you 
know how he or she feels about the 
issue. But don't be demanding.

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Changes in Stud Roster 
at Sagamore for 1988 


Sagamore Farm has unveiled major changes in its 
stud roster for the 1988 season. 

Three new stallions have been moved to the famous 
Glyndon (Md.) breeding establishment purchased by 
Baltimorean Jim Ward earlier this year. The new hors¬ 
es are Bert and Barbara Holleran's Roo Art, who will be 
the greatest money-winning horse ever to stand at 
stud in Maryland when he begins covering mares at 
Sagamore next spring; syndicate-owned Believe the 
Queen, who is being transferred to Maryland from 
Keane Stud in New York; and Baederwood, one of the 
state's proven sires. 

Twenty-seven-year-old Restless Native, sire of 16 
stakes winners (including such outstanding runners 
as Twixt and current graded winner Dismasted) dur¬ 
ing his long and distinguished career at Sagamore, 
will be retired from commercial stud duty, although he 
may be bred to a few of former Sagamore owner Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt's private band of broodmares next 
spring, reports farm manager Mike Griffin. 

Also removed from the Sagamore line-up will be 
Cold Reception. A son of Secretariat and the Nearctic 
mare Cold Comfort, Cold Reception, sire of two stakes 
winners among five crops to race, was sold to Dr. E.C. 
Hart, of Ocala, Fla., and will make his home in Florida 
next year. 

Remaining at Sagamore will be Salutely (who 
stands for $5,000 live foal) and Exclusive One ($2,500 
live foal). Salutely, whose first crop are 3-year-olds 
this year, is the sire of a good stakes winner. First 
Patriot. By Hoist the Flag out of Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion Politely (by *Amerigo), Salutely is the only one 
among the five stallions who will stand at Sagamore 
next season to have survived the farm's transition to 
new ownership. 

Exclusive One, who was brought up from Kentucky 
to stand at Sagamore in 1987, had his first crop reach 
racing age this year. He had his first winner at Lad- 
broke DRC in July. Exclusive One is by Exclusive Na¬ 
tive—La Jalouse bv Nijinsky II. 

Roo Art (Buckaroo—New Art by *Ribot), who had 
earnings of $1,011,723 by the end of his 4-vear-old 
campaign last year, is the first million dollar earner to 


stand at stud in Maryland. His live foal fee will be 
$6,000, and there are no plans to syndicate him. He 
will continue to be owned by the Hollerans, of York 
(Pa.), who purchased him for the bargain price of 
$15,500 at a Maryland Sales Agency 2-year-olds in 
training sale at Timonium. 

Trainer Barclay Tagg, and his assistant Robin 
Graham, selected Roo Art out of the auction on behalf 
of the Hollerans, who were just getting into the horse 
business. Roo Art won the General George Stakes at 
Laurel as a 3-year-old under Tagg's tutelage, and was 
being pointed toward the 1985 Preakness when he was 
injured in the Preakness Prep. 

The following year he became a national star, in the 
stable of trainer D. Wayne Lukas. At 4, he won the 
Grade 1 Suburban Handicap, the Grade 1 Philip Iselin 
Handicap, the Grade 2 Nassau County Handicap and 
the Grade 3 Assault Handicap in addition to finishing 
second in the Charles H. Strub Handicap-Gl and the 
Brooklyn Handicap-Gl. 

Injured in the fall of 1986 while training for the 
Breeders' Cup, Roo Art was given a long rest before 
being put back into training this year. After several 
excellent works, he reinjured himself and missed the 
entire 1987 season. 

Believe the Queen, whose oldest foals are now year¬ 
lings, will have a $3,500 stud fee next year. Bred and 
raced by Mrs. Richard C. duPont of Chesapeake City 
(Md.), Believe the Queen was one of the nation's top 
handicap horses, and the champion older Maryland- 
bred horse, as a 4-year-old in 1984. He won the Grade 
1 Monmouth Handicap, Grade 2 Tom Fool Stakes and 
Grade 3 True North Handicap, and also finished sec¬ 
ond in the Bold Ruler Stakes-G2 and third in the 
Roseben Handicap-G3 and Jaipur Stakes. His lifetime 
earnings were $452,335. Believe the Queen is by Be¬ 
lieve It out of the Raise a Native mare Raise a Queen. 

Baederwood previously stood at Shamrock Farms in 
Woodbine (Md.). The 12-year-old horse by Tentam— 
Royal Statute bv Northern Dancer has to his credit the 
good stakes winners Bea Quality and Miracle Wood. 
He is the property of a syndicate and his stud fee will 
remain $3,500 live foal. □ 
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Now 27, Restless Native (right) will be retired 
from commercial stud duty after siring a total of 
16 stakes winners. New at Sagamore in 1988 
will be (from left, below) the $1,011,723 earner 
Roo Art, who will stand his first season; graded 
winner Believe the Queen, formerly in New 
York; and proven sire Baederwood. Remaining 
at the farm will be Salutely and Exclusive One.

Following 
Mrs. Obre's death in 1985, the farm 
was sold to current owner Sey¬ 
mour Cohn, of New York. 

A longtime director and secre¬ 
tary/treasurer of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, Mrs. 
Miller plans to remain active in the 
local horse industry. 

USSR to International 

The Russian government has 
formally accepted Laurel race 
course's invitation to participate in 
this year's running of the Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., International-Gl. 

Two of the top race horses in 
Russia are expected to ship to 
Laurel several weeks before the 
event. The horse which appears to 
do the better job of adapting and 
training up to the event will start in 
the International. 

It has been 21 years since a horse 
from the Union of Sov iet Socialist 
Republics has participated in the 


International. The oldest interna¬ 
tional turf race in the U.S., the 
Washington, D.C., International 
will have its 36th running this year. 

The race carries a two-tier purse 
structure with nominated horses 
competing for a purse of 5750,000. 
Laurel reserves the right to invite a 
maximum of three horses w ho race 
for a purse of 5400,000. For the in¬ 
vitees, Laurel pays transportation 
costs of the horse, trainer, groom, 
jockey and other employees, as 
w'ell as living expenses in the U.S. 
The Russian horse w ill compete as 
an invited entry. 

Russia made its best showing in 
the 1966 International when *Ana- 
line finished second, beaten two 
and a half lengths by France's *Be- 
histoun. In all, Russian Thorough¬ 
breds have made eight attempts to 
win the International, the first oc¬ 
curring in 1958 w'hen *Garnir and 
*Zarvad ran sixth and tenth. 

Racing laboratory 

The laboratory of the Marvland 
Racing Commission, now- housed 
at Laurel race track, will be moved 
to a larger, more modern and ac¬ 
cessible facility at the University of 
Maryland College Park campus by 
the end of the year. 

Announcement of the planned 
move was made by Wayne A. 
Cawiev Jr., secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Department of Agriculture, 
and William A. Fogle, secretary of 
the Department of Licensing and 
Regulation.

Marylanders at Saratoga 

Windfields stallions The Min¬ 
strel and Deputy Minister were 
among the leading sires at this 
year's Saratoga Yearling sales. 

Strengthening The Minstrel's 
average were a colt out of the *Grev 
Dawn II mare Shy Dawn, who 
brought the seventh highest price 
among colts in the sale, 5880,000, 
on a bid by Darlev Stud Manage¬ 
ment; and a colt out of Revidere, by 
Reviewer, w'ho went to James 
Delahooke, agent, for 5500,000. 

A total of four yearlings by The 
Minstrel w r ere sold for an overall 
average of 5370,000, making the 
Northern Dancer stallion the sixth 
leading sire of 1987 Saratoga year- 
lings. 

Deputv Minister, a young son of 
Vice Regent w'hose first crop are 
2-vear-olds this year, ranked sev¬ 
enth behind The Minstrel, being 
represented at Saratoga by three 
vearlings, who sold for an average 
of 5350,000. Highest priced Deputy 
Minister in the sale w'as a colt out of 
La Belle Fleur, by ^Vaguely Noble, 
bought bv BBA Ireland for 
S550,000. A colt bv Deputv Minis¬ 
ter out of LauruIIa, by Our RuIIa, 
went to agent Mike Ryan for 
5350,000, and was also one of the 
top-priced colts in the sale. 
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Marylanders active in the bid¬ 
ding at Saratoga included Wash¬ 
ington (D.C.) supermarket execu¬ 
tive Israel Cohen, who purchased 
two colts fora total of $925,000, and 
Mrs. Eleanor Sparenberg's Ross 
Valley Farm, of Sparks, which 
came back with a $500,000 filly. Mr. 
Cohen's purchases consisted of a 
Seattle Slew—Golden Wav by Dip¬ 
lomat Way colt for S500,000, and a 
Sovereign Dancer—Metrica by 
Holy War for $425,000. Mrs. Spar¬ 
enberg's fillv is by Alleged—Ballet 
de France by Northern Dancer. 

AVMA award

retired to stud at Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City (Md.). 

A half-brother to champions 
Glorious Song ($1,004,534) and 
Devil's Bag (syndicated for $36 mil¬ 
lion as a 2-year-old), Imperial Fal¬ 
con, who is out of the *Herbager 
mare Ballade, is a winner of two 
races in Ireland. 

He had been slated for a North 
American campaign this year, at 
age 4, and was being conditioned 
by Windfields trainer MacDonald 
Benson in Canada, until a stifle 
problem forced him out of training. 

Windfields purchased a half-in¬ 
terest in the colt following the dis¬ 
covery of a foot problem shortly 
after his sale at Keeneland. 

Under the tutelage of Irish train¬ 
er M. Vincent O'Brien, Imperial 
Falcon raced in the colors of Sheikh 
Mohammed al Maktoum. He was 
unplaced in his only outing at 2, 
then won both of his starts at 3. The 
latter two wins at Phoenix Park and 
The Curragh, in April, 1986, 
earned the colt strong support for 
the Derbv, but a foot bruise forced 
O'Brien to abandon plans for 
Epsom. 

Imperial Falcon's 1988 stud fee 
will be $5,000 live foal. He is one of 
four sons or grandsons of Northern 
Dancer to stand at stud at Wind- 
fields in Maryland, the others be¬ 
ing The Minstrel, Deputy Minister 
and Assert (Ire). 

At Glade Valley 

Don's Choice, a graded stakes- 
winning son of Private Account, 
will enter stud next year at Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick (Md.). 

A 5-year-old, Don's Choice has 
raced for four seasons and earned a 
total of $204,179 in 27 starts. His 
victories include the 1986 Jamaica 
Handicap-G3 at Belmont Park, in 
which he carried high weight. He 
also placed second in the 1985 Jim 
Dandy Stakes-G2 at Saratoga, the 
1985 Governor's Cup Handicap- 
G3 at Bowie and 1986 Five Star 
Flight Stakes at Monmouth, and

Dancing Lark is the 
dam of stakes winners Sonny Says 
Quick (a full sister to Free to Fly), 
who earned $271,678; Gustoso 
($181,452) and Creeque Alley. 

The new stallion, who cam¬ 
paigned for Glade Valley part- 
owners Howard and Sondra Ben¬ 
der, will stand for $2,500 live foal. 

Excellent record 

Sidney Watters, of Monkton 
(Md.), was the leading trainer at 
this year's Saratoga race meeting, 
with 12 winners from 34 starters, 
an average of 35.3 percent. 

First stakes winner 

Deputy Minister got his first 
stakes winner from his first crop 
when the 2-year-old colt Silver 
Deputy tallied in the $50,000 
Swynford Stakes at Woodbine on 
August 8. 

Silver Deputy was bred by Bob 
Brennan's International Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders in Canada, and 
purchased by Windfields Farm for 
$200,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky summer select yearling sale. 

Champion 2-year-old colt in 
Canada and the U.S. in 1981, and 
horse of the year in Canada, Dep¬ 
uty Minister stands at Windfields 
Farm in Chesapeake City (Md.).

Lord Lister's 1988 stud fee has 
not yet been decided.

Baederwood's dam

of uterine hemorrhage. 

The 18-year-old mare, who was 
a member of the Windfields Farm 
broodmare band in Canada, foaled 
a colt by Commemorate just prior 
to her death. 

Prince Valid gone 

Prince Valid, who stood the 1987 
season at Merryland Farm, has 
been moved to Mockingbird Farm 
in Ocala, Fla., home of his sire 
Valid Appeal. 

Odoms to retire 

Mary and Maje Odom, promi¬ 
nent local horse people who have 
bred, raised and trained horses for 
many years at their Marvdel Farm 
in Middletown (Del.), have made 
the decision to sell their farm and 
all of their horse stock. 

"Maje is 81 years old," notes 
Mrs. Odom. "We're both ready to 
take life easy, and do what we 
want. From now on, we'll spend 


nine months of the year in Florida, 
and three months in Saratoga." 

The Odoms' farm comprises 
about 180 acres, just over the bor¬ 
der between Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware, and has facilities for on-farm 
training. Over the past few years, 
the couple has gradually cut back 
their stock. This fall they are 
scheduled to sell at public auction a 
yearling at Timonium, six horses in 
training at Belmont Park, and three 
mares and two weanlings in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Maje Odom, a lifelong horse 
trainer who has devoted some 60 
years to the business, conditioned 
the champion Nail in the mid- 
1950s. From 1963 to 1968, the 
Odoms operated the Maryland 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake City 
(Md.), on land that was to become 
part of E.P. Taylor's Windfields 
Farm. 

Arabian racing 

A proposal by Laurel to schedule 
three races for Arabian-bred horses 
on an experimental basis on week¬ 
ends this fall produced a minor 
controversy in the Maryland racing 
community. 

Not long after the proposal for 
Arabian racing surfaced, the newly 
formed Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association went on 
record as opposing such racing, on 
the basis that it would be an intru¬ 
sion on their turf. The MTHA board 
of directors voted unanimously to 
oppose Arabian racing. 

Later the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association board of directors 
voted not to issue formal opposi¬ 
tion to the proposal of Arabian rac¬ 
ing on a trial basis. 

If the proposal is approved by 
Maryland's Attorney General (an 
Attorney General's opinion is 
pending). Laurel could become the 
first major track in the nation to 
conduct pari-mutuel wagering on 
Arabian horses regularly. 

Betting on Arabian horses was 
introduced in the eastern U.S. at 


Delaware Park in 1984. At the time, 
Delaware Park was experiencing 
difficulty filling races and the Ara¬ 
bians helped produce adequate 
daily programs. Delaware officials 
now claim that the difference in 
betting on Thoroughbred races as 
compared with Arabians is mini¬ 
mal. 

Delaware Park is no longer re¬ 
garded as a major racing operation 
because of the low stakes purse 
scale and reduced overnight purs¬ 
es necessitated by depressed bet¬ 
ting and attendance totals in recent 
years. 

Old jockey runs 

Ed Benham, an 80-year-old 
former jockey who makes his home 
in Ocean City (Md.), set a national 
age-group record among human 
runners this summer. 

Benham's time of one hour, 17 
minutes, 26 seconds in the Annap¬ 
olis (Md.) Ten-Mile Run on August 
30 marked the fifth time that the 
former rider has set an age-group 
record since he took up running 
eight years ago. 

A native of Montreal, Canada, 
Benham has "lived around Mary¬ 
land" all his life. He rode races 
from 1923 to 1938, and took part in 
Charles Town's inaugural meeting 
in 1933. 

Since taking up running, Ben¬ 
ham has been to Australia for the 
world championships and to Japan 
for its 1982 marathon. "There's just 
as much color in this sport (run¬ 
ning) as there is in racing," was 
Benham's comment. "You're al¬ 
ways meeting new people and 
traveling." 

New at Benray 

Jan R.'s Boy, a 7-year-old son of 
Norcliffe, will enter stud at H. Mor¬ 
ton Rosen's Benray Farm in West¬ 
minster next season. 

Winner of the 1983 Constellation 
Handicap at Laurel, Jan R.'s Bov 
campaigned from 1982 to 1987, and

earned $69,230, while also placing 
third in the 1984 Resolution Hand¬ 
icap. He is from the female family 
of *Comtesse de Loir, a champion 
in France, as well as graded stakes 
winners Silver Supreme and Capi- 
chi. 

His 1988 stud fee is subject to 
private contract. 

Stallion transferred 

Great Classic (Gaylord's Feath¬ 
er—Easter Stockings by Gab Ses¬ 
sion) has been transferred to Bert 
Cooper's Firefly Manor Farm in 
Owings (Md.). The 5-year-old 
horse previously stood at Highland 
Farm in Dunkirk (Md.). 

A large (17-hand) horse with 
good bone and temperament. 
Great Classic is being offered pri¬ 
marily as a hunter and show horse 
sire. His 1988 stud fee is $400, with 
a $100 reduction for bookings be¬ 
fore the end of this year. 

Par Excellent dies 

Par Excellent, sire of many win¬ 
ners and the stakes winner Lady of 
Promise during his long career at 
stud, died in May after fracturing 
his leg in the breeding shed. The 
20-year-old stallion's condition 
was complicated by osteoporosis. 


A handsomely bred son of *Sea- 
Bird and the ^Heliopolis mare Par- 
lo. Par Excellent stood at Stymie 
Manor Farm (later named Corbett 
Farm) for many years. For the past 
few seasons he had made his home 
at Elizabeth and Denzil Pritchard's 
Highland Farm in Dunkirk (Md.).

"We almost died when this filly started losing all the hair 
on her neck only a month before the (1984 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky Preferred September Yearling) sales," recalls 
Diana Carlson, co-owner of Brookwood Farm with her 
husband Ken. "She had an allergic reaction to a weed in 
one of the fields, and we tried everything short of gluing 
the hair back on." 

Roman Admiral, as the Baldski filly bred by the Howard 
County-based Brookwood Farm was named back then, 
was still a nice individual, even with her "problem." She 
ended up bringing $15,000—about $2,000 less than the 
national average for Baldski yearlings that year—on a bid 
by Mace Siegel. Her new owner promptly put it all in 
humorous perspective by renaming the filly Hairless 
Heiress, and as far as the Carlsons are concerned the 
whole episode turned out better than they could have 
hoped.

That colt, named Shelcom, has not 
started. Hairless Heiress's 3-year-old half-brother Roman 
Czar (by Double Zeus) races locally in claiming company 
for the Carlsons, and has won this year. 


Mr. and Mrs. Carlson, who have an 86-acre farm near 
Fulton (Md.), have about 20 broodmares, which they 
breed to a wide selection of stallions. They breed with the 
intent to race, but also frequently participate in the auc¬ 
tion market. 


Hairless Heiress, who boosted her total earnings to 
$114,800 with her victory at Los Alamitos, broke her 
maiden in her first start, a $32,000 maiden claiming race at 
Hollywood Park, last year. She has won three other races 
this year: two allowance events and an $80,000 claiming 
race, all at Santa Anita.

Hav Halo was out of action throughout the spring and 
early summer due to a stifle injury. And his return, in 
Pimlico's Challedon Handicap in late July against older 
horses, was a huge disappointment. But Broad Brush's 
younger brother got back on track with a one-length 
victory in Pimlico's Alsab Stakes in early August. 

Sharing high weight of 122 pounds. Hay Halo came from 
behind with an aggressive move and got up in the final 
stages of the six-furlong race. Finishing behind him were 
3-year-olds Smart Mover, Victory Won, Harriman, Sal's 
Shuttle and First Special. 

"He'll obviously go farther, and our main concern is to 
prepare him to go in the longer races," commented trainer 
Dickie Small, just prior to Hay Halo's success in the 
sprint. "He is a fast horse, but he'll keep going. Distance is 
his forte." 


Hay Halo, who was voted champion Maryland-bred ju¬ 
venile colt last season, has been overshadowed all along 
by his 4-year-old half-brother Broad Brush, who currently 
ranks as one of the top handicap horses in the country. 
Both colts race for their breeder, Robert E. Meyerhoff of 
Phoenix (Md.), and are trained bv Small at Pimlico. 

While Hay Halo has so far not made it to the national 
level—any hope of competing in the Triple Crown races 
was taken away by his injury in March—he has consis¬ 
tently dominated his division in Maryland. The Alsab 
Stakes was his fourth added-money win in 11 starts.

Few Marylanders have invested as deeply in horses over 
the past few years as Howard and Sondra Bender. The 
Benders, who were among the active buyers at the Keene¬ 
land Select Yearling sales this July, are involved on all 
fronts. They race and breed, buy and sell, singly and in 
partnership. Not the least of their assets happens to be a 
major interest in one of this state's largest commercial 
breeding establishments. Glade Valley Farms, which was 
founded in part by Mr. Bender's father. 

At the start of this season, Mr. and Mrs. Bender had 22 
2-year-olds in their stable. So it was not exactly a bolt-out- 
of-the-blue when the Benders came up with the two hot¬ 
test juvenile colts to train in Maryland this summer. 

King's Snow, who has accounted for three stakes while 
winning four out of his first five starts, is the most accom¬ 
plished 2-year-old in their bam. But the Benders have 
even higher hopes for another Rollicking colt. King's 
Nest, who broke his maiden in a dazzling effort at Bel¬ 
mont Park on June 22, and came back to be fifth in the 
Sapling Stakes-G2 on August 15. 

Both colts were purchased privately by the Benders from 
Glade Valley Farms as vearlings. King's Snow cost 
$35,000; King's Nest, $50,000. 

King's Snow (both colts' names are a combination of 
Rollicking and the names of their dams) made his first start 
in a five-furlong maiden special at Laurel on June 11. He 
scored by three and one-half lengths. After that, trainer 
Marvin Moncrief shipped him out to River Downs in Ohio 
for the $25,000 Rascal Stakes on June 28. In the Rascal, 
King's Snow was 9-5 favorite in a field of 12 starters. He 
chased the early leader through fractions of :21%, :45 and 
prevailed in a final time of 1:1 1% in that six-furlong test.

Two weeks later, he made an appearance in the Tremont 
Stakes-G3 at Belmont Park, and was a well-beaten—al¬ 
though not disgraced—fourth. 

In Pimlico's Primer Stakes, on August 8, King's Snow led 
all the way and won by tw o lengths as odds-on favorite in 
a field of eight. Then, on August 28, he came back to 
capture Pimlico's Rollicking Stakes, a race named in 
honor of his sire, by a clearcut three lengths. 


King's Snow is the third stakes winner to represent Rol¬ 
licking this year. Tw enty-vear-old Rollicking, who stands 
at Glade Valley Farms for $10,000 live foal, and has long 
been one of Maryland's leading sires, is also the sire of 
1987 stakes winners Angelina County and Mister S.M. (a 
3-vear-old full brother to King's Nest). 

King's Snowy's dam. Snow' Lady, a half-sister to stakes 
winner Feu d'Artifice (by Northern Dancer), has had five 
other foals to reach racing age. Two are winners, but 
King's Snow is by far her best foal to date.

Bug Eyed Betty suffered the kind of injury that horsemen 
have nightmares about back in January' of 1986. The filly, 
who had just finished a highly successful 2-year-old cam¬ 
paign and was about to be crowned the champion Marv- 


land-bred in her division, stepped on a horseshoe while 
galloping on the race track one morning, and fractured a 
none in her leg. 

It was seven months before she returned to the races. And 
after that came more problems. "She bled, and then she 
got some kind of an infection, and she cut her leg reallv 
badly in a race up in Boston last vear," relates Tom Bate¬ 
man, the Ashland (Va.) real estate agent who heads the 
partnership that owns Bug Eyed Betty. "Finallv, all of that 
got straightened out this year, and she wasn't hurting anv 
more, but she wasn't like the old Bettv, either." 

The "old Betty" did come back, at long last, in the Davona 
Dale Handicap at Pimlico this summer. Carrying 111 
pounds—nine pounds less than favorite Catatonic—Bug 
Eyed Betty came from behind and scored by a head over 
Pretty Tricky in the unrestricted stakes. Bug Eved Bettv 
was a relative longshot, paying 516.60 to win, in the field 
that included a number of proven stakes performers. 
Finishing behind the leaders were Catatonic, Now Your 
Teapottin, Finder's Reward, Smart 'n Quick, Pot of An¬ 
tics, Scotch Heather and Clovak. 

Prior to the Davona Dale, Bug Eyed Bettv had won only 
one race this year: an allowance event at Pimlico on April 
16. But she has placed in three stakes, including the Grade 
3 Vineland Handicap at Garden State (in which she closed 
gamely and was beaten three and one-quarter lengths), 
and Garden State's Betsy Ross Handicap-G3 last April. 

Bug Eyed Betty has been trained throughout her career by 
Ricnard W. (Dickie) Small, the conditioner of Maryland- 
bred star Broad Brush. The fillv was bred bv Small's 
maternal uncle, trainer Sidney Watters, and purchased 
privately as a yearling by her current owners, consisting 
of Bateman, his mother Mrs. Thomas L. Bateman, his 
business associate Pettus Gilman and friend Jim Mur¬ 
doch. 

Bateman, who was also the spokesman for the group 
which campaigned Owned by All, a highlv successful 
race mare trained by Dickie Small, is quick to give his 
trainer credit. "All I do is buy them," says Bateman, who 
has no other horses in training right now. "Dickie Small is 
the one who picks them out and races them."

Maryland-bred Azarbaijani came from behind and drew 
clear to annex Thistledown's Scarlet Carnation Handicap 
by two lengths, while running one of the best races of her 
career. Azarbaijani, part of the betting field in the Ohio 
sprint which attracted 13 starters, was dispatched at odds 
of 34.60-1 and returned $71.20 to win. 

Victory in the race, worth $31,400, boosted the Horatius 
filly's earnings to over $100,000. 

Azarbaijani encountered interference when she came 
back to run in the $30,000 Grecian Comedy Stakes at 
Monmouth on July 25. She finished next-to-last in that 
race. Then, on August 7, she returned to be a sharp third 
(behind the good fillies Psyched and Shaviana) in a six- 
furlong allowance event at Pimlico. 

Azarbaijani was bred by Rock Hill Farm, an establishment 
near Upperville (Va.), which is operated by partners Ann 
Titus and Mary-K. Willis. She was purchased by trainer 
Hank Allen, as agent, for $5,200 at the 1984 Eastern Fall 
sale. 

As for the origin of her name—"That's always been a 
mystery to us," Ms. Titus has remarked. "We entered her 
in the sale w ithout a name, and when the catalogue came 
out, there she was with that name. It must have been 
some sort of Jockey Club mix-up." Azarbaijan is the name 
of a region in northwest Iran.

Ajdal is England's ranking sprinter, after back-to-back 
victories in the Norcros July Cup-Gl and the William Hill 
Sprint Championship-Gl in July and August. 

The Northern Dancer colt annexed the Sprint Champion¬ 
ship at York by three lengths, and earned the equivalent 
of 589,662 in IJ.S. dollars. There were 11 starters in the 
race. 

A regally-bred son of Northern Dancer and the Raise a 
Native mare Native Partner, Ajdal belongs to Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed al Maktoum, who purchased him privately fol¬ 
lowing the 1985 Keeneland Select Yearling sale. Ajdal was 
bought back for a $7.5 million figure at that sale by his 
breeder, Ralph C. Wilson, a Detroit (Mich.)-based busi¬ 
nessman whose ventures also include the Buffalo Bills 
football team. 

The investment has worked out well for the Arab in¬ 
terests. Ajdal, the second highest-rated 2-vear-old in 
England last year, has won three stakes (including two 
group 1 events) in his 3-year-old season.

When the good Master Willie (GB) colt Deputy Governor 
failed to win against group race company five times in 
England this year, the decision was made by owner Prince 
Ahmed Salman and his racing manager, Charles Ding¬ 
wall, to try the 3-year-old Maryland-bred in the U.S. 

Deputy Governor was shipped to trainer Neil Drysdale's 
California-based stable in mid-July, and made his first 


start in this country in the La Jolla Handicap-G3, at lVie 
miles on the turf, at Del Mar on August 9. He was beaten 
only a length by the winner. The Medic, while finishing 
fifth in that race. Then, on August 23, he celebrated his 
homecoming with a game, three-quarter length victory in 
the Del Mar Derby-G2. Carrying 119 pounds. Deputy 
Governor gave weight to six of the other eight horses in 
the California stakes. And he won in spite of the fact that 
his rider, Eddie Delahoussaye, dropped his whip on the 
final turn, and had to resort to slapping the colt right- 
handed in the final stages. 

Runner-up to Deputy Governor was Stately Don, a half- 
brother to turf champion Manila. Deputy Governor's 
proven rival The Medic finished third. 

Deputy Governor, who races in the U.S. in the name of 
Salman's Universal Stable, was bred by Robert Barnett, a 
grain merchant from Belfast, Northern Ireland. Mr. Bar¬ 
nett campaigned the colt's sire. Master Willie (GB), and 
retains a major interest in the syndicated horse who 
stands at Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City. Master 
Willie (GB), whose oldest crop are 4-year-olds, has been 
represented by three stakes winners and a number of 
stakes-placed horses this year. In addition to Deputy 
Governor, he is the sire of Birthday Fever, a group stakes 
winner in France, and the 2-year-old Maryland-bred 
stakes winner William's Bird. 

Regent Miss, Deputy Governor's dam, is one of a small 
band of broodmares which Mr. Barnett boards at Mrs. 
Richard C. duPont's Woodstock Farm, just down the road 
from Windfields. Deputy Governor is the first foal from 
his dam, who was a major stakes winner in Canada. 
Regent Miss has since produced two more colts by Master 
Willie (GB): a yearling and a weanling. Her 1987 foal is 
"outstanding looking" in the words of Mrs. duPont's 
spokesman Alan Hutchison. 

Deputy Governor was sold at the Tattersalls Highflyer 
Yearling sales by Mr. Barnett for the U.S. equivalent of 
5178,164. He won a listed race, the Washington Singer 
Stakes, in England, as a 2-year-old last year, and also 
placed in five group races during his career in England.

Whose Broad, dam of William's Bird, is an unraced 
daughter of Show Off. 

By leading broodmare sire Hoist the Flag, Whose Broad 
had done little to carry' on the family name before produc¬ 
ing William's Bird. She was the dam of five foals, and only 
one winner. When sold by W.R. Barnett, Ltd., at last 
year's Keeneland Fall Mixed sales, she brought only 
58,500 in foal to Master Willie (GB). And as a yearling last 
year, William's Bird was sold at the Tattersalls October 
sale for the bargain price of (the U.S. equivalent of) 
$3,019. 

But the success of William's Bird has breathed new life 
into an old family. The 2-year-old filly, who races in the 
colors of Lady Scott, won her debut, a maiden race at 
Goodwood on June 9, and came back to be second in a 
minor (non-blacktvpe) stakes at Windsor on July 6. She 
was victorious in another minor stakes at Kempton on 
July 15 prior to the Saccone and Speed Sweet Solera 
Stakes at Newmarket. In her first real blacktvpe event, 
she scored by a half-length over six other starters. 

Robert Barnett, William's Bird's breeder, is a grain mer¬ 
chant in Belfast, Northern Ireland. Mr. Barnett raced the 
fillv's sire. Master Willie (GB), and retains a major interest 
in the horse who was champion miler in England in 1980. 
Master Willie (GB), who has also been the sire of two 
graded or group stakes winners this year, stands at stud at 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City (Md.). Mr. Barnett 
has for years boarded a number of mares at nearby Wood- 
stock Farm, in order to breed to Master Willie (GB). Wil¬ 
liam's Bird was foaled and raised at Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont's Woodstock Farm, and shipped to England in 
November of her weanling year.

King Leatherbury got Snared—in more ways than one— 
when he bought the dam of the current good 3-year-old 
filly Ms. Rutledge back in 1977. "It was the funniest thing 
how I wound up with that mare," recalls the leading local 
trainer. 

"I was down in Ocala, at one of the breeders' sales, and 
here comes this filly in the ring. I had never seen her 
before. But there didn't seem to be anything wrong with 
her, and she was in foal to Ten tarn. Tentam stood right 
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Bryantown, winner of the $40,000 Duck Dance Handicap 
at Pimlico, does not rank up there with the top horses that 
84-year-old Henry S. Clark has trained. But the 6-year-old 
gelding, who increased his lifetime total to $167,443 when 
ne annexed his first stakes this summer, proves that the 
master has not lost his touch. 

"He had a wind problem as a 2-vear-oId," said Mr. Clark, 
explaining what led up to the homebred gelding's recent 
achievements. "We had him operated on, and it took a 
year for him to recover from the operation. Then, this 
year, he has raced on Lasix for the first time. And that 
seems to have made all the difference." 

Bryantown, a confirmed sprinter, led all the way to cap¬ 
ture the six-furlong Duck Dance Handicap by a nose over 
Berngoo. Finishing behind them in the four-horse race 
were Bea Quality and Clever Allemont. The Duck Dance, 
which had its first running at Pimlico this year, was 
named after a horse who equaled the present six-furlong 
track record (1:09%) at Pimlico while winning the 1972 Old 
Line Handicap. 

Bred by Mr. Clark and his wife Mary, in partnership with 
their longtime client Mrs. Jane duPont Lunger, Bryan¬ 
town placed in stakes as a 4 and 5-vear-old. But he has 
been at his sharpest this year. In five starts, he has not 
finished worse than second. Prior to his stakes win he had 
back-to-back victories in allowance company at Pimlico. 
And in his first outing of the year, the Post Card Handicap 
at Delaware, he was beaten only a length. 

Mr. Clark, who has trained such stellar race horses as 
Endine, Thinking Cap, Cyane and Linkage during a ca¬ 


reer that has spanned more than 50 years and earned him 
a place in racing's Hall of Fame, maintains a small breed¬ 
ing operation at his Glengar Farm in Glyndon. 

Bryantown's dam. Restless Turk (by Restless Native), 
was also bred and raced by the Clarks and Mrs. Lunger. A 
winner of $39,545, Restless Turk has had three other foals 
to race, all winners. The mare did not produce a foal for 
three years after Bryantown, but she has a 2-vear-old filly 
by Rose Argent and a weanling colt bv Oh Say. 

Bryantown's sire, Dundee Marmalade, stood at Saga¬ 
more Farm from 1976 to 1982. After leaving Sagamore he 
was transferred to Puerto Rico, where he later died. 



here in Maryland (at Windfields Farm for $15,000). The 
mare wasn't even bringing the stud fee, and I couldn't 
understand it. So I raised my hand. That was back when I 
was just getting into the breeding business, and she was 
the first broodmare I ever bought at public auction," says 
Mr. Leatherburv. 

Snared, a foal of 1974 by Insubordination out of Captive 
Audience by Native Dancer, went to Mr. Leatherburv and 
partner Hermen Greenberg on a final bid of $21,000. Two 
months after that she slipped twins—and left her new 
owners feeling a little bit like chumps. "Obviously," says 
Leatherbury, "the whole idea had been to unload her at 
that sale." 

But Leatherbury and Greenberg have not had any reason 
to regret buying the mare since then. Snared (who was 
retired as a maiden, after six starts) has produced a foal in 
eight out of the last nine years. Each of her six foals to 
reach racing age is a winner, and three have earned black 
type. (In 1983, Ms. Rutledge's half-sister, Robbie Rober¬ 
son, won the Debby's Turn Stakes at Timonium in her 
very first start. Snared's first foal was a filly by Dancing 
Count named Somerset Lass, who placed third in the 1982 
New Hope Stakes.) 

Over the past decade, big things have also happened on 
the female side of Snared's pedigree. Snared's half-sister 
Bold Captive (by Boldnesian) is the dam of multiple Grade 
1 winner Skvwalker (who has earned over $2 million), 
plus top stakes winners Pac Mania and Royal Captive. 


"I probably ought to try to sell the mare now," remarks 
Mr. Leatherbury. "She's gotten so commercially valu¬ 
able." Snared has a yearling filly by Lord Gaylord, a 
weanling by John Alden, and is back in foal to Thirty Eight 
Paces. 

Leatherbury and Greenberg bred Ms. Rutledge in part¬ 
nership but they later divided the package. Leatherbury 
now owns full interest in the mare, and the 3-year-old filly 
belongs solely to Greenberg. 

A longtime client of Mr. Leatherbury, Greenberg, who is 
in the construction business in the Washington, D.C., 
area, has owned horses for almost 25 years, and currently 
has about 25 horses, including broodmares and racing 
stock. He has recently developed a 105-acre facility, Rut¬ 
ledge Farm, in Middleburg, Va. 

Ms. Rutledge, who paid $33.80 in winning the unre¬ 
stricted Summertime Stakes at Pimlico by a smart two and 
one-quarter lengths, was a late-maturing filly. "But we 
always knew she could run," says Mr. Leatherbury. The 
filly broke her maiden in her debut, a six-furlong maiden 
special in late May at Pimlico. Although she has finished 
out of the monev both times she has been tried at a longer 
distance (Laurel's Pearl Necklace Stakes in June and the 
Politely Stakes at Monmouth in late August), she has 
placed in each of her five sprint outings. In the Sum¬ 
mertime Stakes Ms. Rutledge defeated a field of eight 
other 3-year-old fillies, including the good New York 
stakes winner Cagey Exuberance.

Michael J. Ford 

Michael J. (Mike) Ford, the Ne¬ 
braska native who campaigned 
Maryland-bred Kauai King to vic¬ 
tory in the 1966 Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness, died August 22 in a 
Houston (Tex.) hospital where he 
had been undergoing treatment for 
cancer. He was 62. 

Mr. Ford purchased Kauai King 
as a yearling at Saratoga for $42,000 
and the Native Dancer colt went on 
to win nine of 16 starts and 
$381,397. Injured in the 1966 Ar¬ 
lington Classic, Kauai King was re¬ 
tired to stud at Sagamore Farm in 
Maryland and syndicated for 
$2,160,000—making him the sec¬ 
ond most expensive horse in the 
world at that time. Kauai King 
stood at Sagamore for eight sea¬ 
sons and was later transferred to 
Japan. 

Born and raised in Omaha, Mr. 
Ford entered racing in partnership 
with his father. Barton (who died 
in 1980), then formed his own sta¬ 
ble. He and his father had a highly

successful business manufacturing 
a grain door which they invented 
for railroad boxcars. 

In addition to Kauai King, Mr. 
Ford raced the stakes winners 
Royal Gunner ($334,650) and Um¬ 
brella Fella ($239,926). 

Mr. Ford served three years in 
the U.S. Marines during World 
War II. He was elected to the Ne¬ 
braska Racing Hall of Fame in 1967. 
In 1966 he was honored by the 
Maryland Racing Writers Associa¬ 
tion with an award for his "sports¬ 
manship, good grace and bound¬ 
less cooperation with the press." 

Peggy Ferguson 

Peggy Ferguson, 76, former wife 
of Harold Ferguson, who recently 
retired as manager of Sagamore 
Farm, died August 3 at Stella Maris 
Hospice following a long illness. 
She had been living with her 
daughter, Barbara Ferguson, until 
shortly before her death. 

She is survived by two daugh¬ 
ters, Barbara Anne Ferguson of 
Baldwin (Md.) and Sally King Fer¬ 
guson Fenton of San Francisco 
(Calif.); two sons, Harold H. Fer¬ 
guson Jr. of Baltimore (Md.) and 
Dan Stephens Ferguson of Easton 
(Md.); and four grandchildren. 

Alfred H. Smith Sr. 

Alfred H. Smith Sr., a Southern 
Maryland banker and business¬ 
man who rose to prominence in 
the horse world with the great 
Maryland-bred jumper Tuscalee 
back in the 1960s, died August 31, 
at his home, BIvthewood Farms, in 
Upper Marlboro (Md.). He was 84. 


Owner and breeder of Tuscalee, 
who was the Thoroughbred Racing 
Association's steeplechaser of the 
year in 1966, and champion Mary¬ 
land-bred jumper from 1966 
through 1968, Mr. Smith was a 
longtime breeder of horses and 
Aberdeen cattle. He was a former 
president of the Marlborough 
Hunt Club, and also had a long 
association with the Patuxent 4-H 
Center. 

Mr. Smith, who was born in Riv- 
erdale, founded the A.F. Smith 
Sand & Gravel Co. in 1925. The 
firm became one of the largest in 
the mid-Atlantic area, building and 
maintaining interstate, state and 
county highways. 

He joined the board of directors 
of Citizens Bank of Maryland in 
1933 and became president of the 
bank in 1945. Mr. Smith resigned 
as chairman of the board this past 
June, and was named chairman 
emeritus for life. 

Mr. Smith is survived by his 
wife, Mary; two sons, Alfred H. 
Smith Jr. and Harry R. Smith, both 
of Upper Marlboro; a daughter, 
Marilyn Smith Ketts, of Aquasco; a 
sister, Kathleen Smith, of River- 
dale; a brother, Harry L. Smith, of 
Upper Marlboro; nine grandchil¬ 
dren and four great-grandchildren.

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MHBA Hosts Party 
At Saratoga

The Maryland Horse Breeders Association hosted a cocktail party 
for the benefit of the Grayson Foundation for equine research at the 
Gallery-Ramada Renaissance Hotel in Saratoga in August. Planned as 
a tribute to Northern Dancer, the event featured the first showing of a 
40-minute videotape covering highlights of the world-renowned stal¬ 
lion's career on the race track and at stud. The video was prepared by 
staff members Cindy Deubler and Cricket Goodall, along with execu¬ 
tive vice-president Rich Wilcke, and narrated by Ralph Retler.

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Two years ago 24-year-old Kim Rachuba of Mar- 
riottsville, Md., purchased a jumper prospect named 
Karina with visions of riding the Grand Prix circuit, 
the ultimate in show jumping competition. In 1986, 
she added the veteran Amadia to her string of horses 
with the same goal in mind. 

So far this year, those two animals have carried 
Rachuba to the second place slot in the American 
Grand Prix Association Rhulen Rookie of the Year 
ranks. 

In addition, Kim and her 8-year-old Thoroughbred 
gelding, Whadyasay, racked up seven consecutive 
championships in the amateur/owner (18-30) division 
and three in the working hunter division on this win¬ 
ter's Florida campaign. Moving right along ... at Lake 
Placid, N.Y., and Chagrin, O., in the spring, Whadya¬ 
say took not one, but both, championships. 

"He's been absolutely unbeatable this year," Kim 
exclaims, brushing back her wavy blonde hair, damp 
from the summer heat. "He's such a beautiful hunter. 
I can be so soft with him, and he goes on perfectly. It's 
an entirely different approach than the Grand Prix 
classes where you have to really get after your horses 
and sometimes make them go for those incredible 
courses." 

Rachuba's versatility results from years of training 
and total dedication to the sport, as is the case with 
most super-athletes. 

Kim began showing ponies in the short stirrup divi¬ 
sion when she was eight years old, progressing, as she 
says, "right on through medium and large division 
ponies. Then, I was riding with Richard Zimmerman 
and got my first junior hunter, a Thoroughbred named 
Kid Schelee. He just packed me around." 

After Zimmerman, Rachuba trained with Cindy 
Misnick and Tim Kees . . . and managed to squeeze in 
graduation from Villa Julie College in 1983. 

As the teenager moved from junior levels to the top 
echelon of competition, Kim "got lucky," she says, 
both with good horses and a superior coach. 

"You know, that's what it takes, a lot of luck," 
explains Kim modestly, flashing her wide smile. "I've 
been very lucky, first, with the wholehearted support 
of my father and mother (Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Rachuba), then lucky in finding the right horses, and 
especially lucky to be working with Katie Monahan." 

USET member Katie Monahan Prudent has been 
either first or second leading AGA rider in four of the 
past five years. 

In Portsmouth (R.I.) for the International Jumping 
Derby, Kim Rachuba schools Camille, the half-sister 
to her good mare Karina, early in the morning. 


"When Whadyasay was young and we were taking 
him to Florida to show, we knew he would be fancy," 
remembers Kim. "We wanted the best rider, and Katie 
was our first choice. 

"Katie will teach only eight to ten students, and 
again we were fortunate that she liked our operation 
and agreed to take us. Whadyasay turned into a super- 
star and I grew along with him." 

Luck may indeed play its fickle part, but Rachuba's 
daily schedule leaves little margin for chance. 

Her day begins at 6 a.m. on her parents' 130-acre 
Willow Wood Farm, where the Rachuba family has 
lived since 1980. 

After feeding, horses are turned out while stalls are 
cleaned. Then, there are four to five hours of exercis¬ 
ing the competition mounts and schooling the "green- 
ies," the young, inexperienced horses. Grooming fol¬ 
lows, as does tack cleaning, with visits from the vet¬ 
erinarian and farrier interspersed as needed. Evening 
feed finishes up a full day. 

This is an average day at home. Three-quarters of 
the year is spent on the road, competing. 

In addition, Rachuba admits to being a fitness fa¬ 
natic: lifting weights, running and doing aerobics to 
keep herself in the same superb condition that she 
expects in her horses. 

"This is not a sport for a princess," laughs Kim. "I'm 
doing stalls, working with the babies, doing it all. 
Some davs I feel I'm just too tired to come down to the 
barn . . . but those are the times when I don't have a 
competition coming up. I never feel it's not worth the 
effort!" 

Approaching the final quarter of her first year of 
Grand Prix competition, Rachuba has reason to ack¬ 
nowledge the "worth." 

After a successful winter in Florida, Monahan and 
Rachuba took Karina and Amadia to Europe from 
April to June. 

"It was utterly fantastic!" exclaims Kim. "I won a 
Grand Prix on Karina in France and was second in 
Switzerland. Then I took ribbons with both horses 
over the grueling courses at Hickstead (England)." 

Karina is a huge, strong 7-year-old chestnut mare of 
French jumping lines—by Ibrahim, the sire of Olym¬ 
pic rider Melanie Smith's 1978 Horse of the Year, Val 
de Loire. 

"She's a natural," says Rachuba, "but she's tough to 
ride. She doesn't have the mind of an Amadia, and she 
tends to be mareish .. . but we clicked from the begin- 
ning." 

Returning home from abroad, Amadia became Ra¬ 
chuba's summer star with a fourth in the I Love New 
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Rachuba continued

York Grand Prix, second in the Pan American Games 
trial at Culpeper, Va., and tied for eighth in the Cha¬ 
grin, O., Grand Prix. 

"Amadia and I were a disaster in our first competi¬ 
tion together. He's not really difficult to ride, but I had 
him running off with me. Katie was a tremendous 
help, and I came back from Europe like a new rider. 

"Amadia is 13 years old, an Irish Thoroughbred, 
very brave and scopy. He gives me such confidence. 
He's been through it all. You can't set a trap that he 
can't figure out. This is a horse who likes what he's 
doing. I have a couple of pictures where I swear he's 
smiling as he jumps the fences." 

In 1987, Kim Rachuba accomplished her immediate 
goal: to compete on the Grand Prix circuit. Locally, 
Marylanders will have an opportunity to watch Kim 
perform in the Baltimore Jumping Classic, October 
2-4, at the Baltimore Arena, riding Amadia, Karina, 
and a new purchase. Ole, a French mare which will 
compete in the open speed classes. 

What's next? 

"What's next is a lot of hard work," Kim empha¬ 
sizes, not wistfully, but with excitement. "When I 
tried out for the team this year (USET Pan American 
Games team), I knew in my head that I wasn't ex¬ 
perienced enough, but I wanted them to know that I 
was out there. This sport is so competitive that even 
world class riders have to keep their names in lights. 

"The (1988) Olympics, too, are really out of the 
realm of possibility . . . but, I think, with a lot of hard 
work this year and next, the 1988 World Cup in Swe¬ 
den with Amadia could be it." 

Hard work, long hours, luck, good horses, good 
teachers, family support, total dedication. 

"I couldn't do it if I didn't love it," says Kim Rachu¬ 
ba, picking up the reins to ride her third set on a 
93-degree August morning. □

The "W" following the club's name signifies further 
history. Known as Charles County Hunt until W.W. 
II, the club reformed in the late '40s as the Wicomico 
Hunt Club because of its proximity to the river of the 
same name. When they sought formal recognition in 
1976, they changed their name to De La Brooke to 
avoid confusion with a similarly named club on the 
Eastern Shore, but retained the W.

Fair Hill’s executive director of racing, Stephen P. 
Groat, spent the last two weeks of June in Europe 
promoting the second $250,000 Breeders' Cup Stee¬ 
plechase, to be run October 31, once again at Fair Hill 
race course near Elk ton. 

"The overriding feeling abroad is that the Breeders' 
Cup Steeplechase is now a major event on the world's 
steeplechase calendar," said Groat. "The people who 
came over last year had a wonderful time, and they 
told everyone back home about it." 

Reception in the United States was equally keen. 
The premiere of the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase at Fair 
Hill produced a record attendance (19,185) and a rec¬ 
ord handle ($310,020) for the only American steeple¬ 
chase track with pari-mutuel betting. 

Shown live over NBC-TV, the Breeders' Cup was 
viewed by more than 20 million people in the USA and 
also telecast in Australia, Canada, Great Britain, Ja¬ 
pan, Venezuela, and throughout Central America and 
the Caribbean. 

Ratings, the lifeblood of television, were especially 
favorable for the steeplechase portion, inducing NBC 
officials to spotlight this year's running (which is not 
on Breeders' Cup day) as part of NBC Sports World. 
Whereas coverage of the 1986 jumping race was con¬ 
fined to eight minutes, the 1987 program calls for a 
20-30 minute segment, aired the same day, though not 
live. 


"More TV time will also allow us to lengthen the 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase this year from 2 3 /s miles to 
2 miles, 5 furlongs, more in keeping with classic stakes 
race distances," added Groat. 

The regular Breeders' Cup flat race program will 
come off three weeks later on November 21 at Hol¬ 
lywood Park. To tie the two together, Fair Hill Races 
and Breeders' Cup, Ltd. will give away a VIP trip for 
two to the Breeders' Cup in California, with the prize 
drawing on Breeders' Cup Steeplechase day. 

The concept of the Breeders' Cup is that the races 
move from track to track, but Breeders' Cup, Inc. and 
Sports Marketing and Television International, their 
marketing agents, felt comfortable with Fair Hill since 
they actually had a relatively easy time producing the 
show. 

"I say 'relatively,' " continues Groat, with a laugh, 
"because putting on the inaugural Breeders' Cup 
Steeplechase was pretty' mind boggling. Here we are, 
a little race course in the middle of rural Cecil County, 
producing the finest steeplechase in the world to be 
presented live for the first time in history to an Ameri¬ 
can audience. 

"Much of the credit for the production must go to 
Sam Slater. We couldn't have done it without his 
technical expertise and his flair for diplomacy." 

Slater, of Gumtree, Pa., is well-known to jump race 
aficionados. The son of noted steeplechase trainer Jill 
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Fanning and the brother of Joy Slater Carrier, the first 
woman to win the Maryland Hunt Cup, Sam rode 
point-to-point races himself before turning his consid¬ 
erable talents to the film media. 

"I started out making Super-8 movies of my moth¬ 
er's timber horses," recalls Slater. "I became interest¬ 
ed enough to enroll in film courses at The New School 
in New York City, and then I worked for two years in 
1977-78 for David Balding in England." 

Balding's company produces and packages British 
sporting events, such as the Epsom Derby, the Aintree 
Grand National, Wimbledon tennis and the British 
auto grand prix, for worldwide television distribution. 
Slater's hometown connections led to a combined ef¬ 
fort with Balding to film a documentary on the 1979 
Maryland Hunt Cup slated for British TV. 

Forming his own company. Hunt Cup Productions, 
the same year, Slater also produced a one-hour show 
hosted by Charlsie Cantey and Michael O'Hehir cov¬ 
ering the 1979 Colonial Cup Steeplechase in Camden, 
S.C. 

From this beginning. Hunt Cup Productions has 
moved into replay services for the sanctioned stee¬ 
plechase races, and Slater's truck with the camera 
perched on top is a familiar sight in Maryland, not only 
at Fair Hill, but at My Lady's Manor and the Grand 
National as well. 

For the 1986 Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, it was 
Slater's unenviable task to provide the television crew 
with whatever they needed or desired. 

"The normal procedure is that NBC comes in, plugs 
in its two tractor-trailer loads of equipment, and goes 
to work," explains Sam, his amiable grin apparent as 
usual. 

"However, at Fair Hill we had nothing. We had to 
put in a whole new power system and telephone lines. 
As if this weren't enough, the new stands were being 
built, and we couldn't even start our work until mid- 
October. 

"Then, beyond the incredible high-tech stuff, we 
were called upon to produce an aerial view of Fair Hill 
race course and the surrounding countryside to con¬ 
trast with a similar spot NBC had already done for 
Santa Anita. 

"This necessitated hiring a special helicopter from 
New York with an underbelly camera, plus the crew to 
operate all this. 

"They gave us three days total... It was beautiful!" 

On race day itself, amazingly few problems occur¬ 
red except for the NBC slow motion camera which 
needed to be relocated because it totally blocked the 
view of the racing stewards and the placing judges, 
and the power that momentarily blacked out an hour 
before post time. 


"By that time, I was numb," says Slater. "But, truly, 
considering that this race was not only new for Fair 
Hill, but the first time NBC had ever done a steeple¬ 
chase, everything went perfectly. 

"We were dealing with professionals of the highest 
order. I could detect their urgency; they were accus¬ 
tomed to having things accomplished very quickly. 
But they adjusted to the 'boonies' quite well. The 
crews were always cooperative and never got annoyed 
. . . true professionals." 

The excitement over the Breeders' Cup Steeple¬ 
chase runs parallel to a general fervor for steeplechas¬ 
ing in America. From its tottering position on the edge 
of extinction in the early 1970s, when the major tracks 
dumped the sport, racing over jumps has returned to 
its grassroots, "day in the country" origins with un¬ 
bridled success. 

In 1987, hunt meetings were scheduled from Long 
Island to Atlanta, and Fair Hill to St. Louis. National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association purse distribution 
rose to more than $3 million for the first time in his¬ 
tory. 

Reviewing The Jockey Club's 35th annual Round 
Table Conference at Saratoga Springs, N.Y., on Au¬ 
gust 16, which concentrated on sponsorship in horse 
racing. The Blood-Horse editor Edward Bowen com¬ 
mented, "Steeplechasing apparently has been more 
aggressive than flat racing. Its sponsorship figure for 
1987 now hovers near the $1 million mark, approach¬ 
ing one-third of steeplechasing's total purse struc¬ 
ture." 

Indeed, brightly colored party tents, bands, flashing 
cars, and corporate signs regularly dot the rural stee¬ 
plechasing scene. 

Local companies jumping on the Fair Hill sponsor¬ 
ship wagon include The Sunpapers, Alex Brown & 
Sons, Inc., Valley Motors, Equitable Bank, Jerry's 
Chevrolet, Mercantile-Safe Deposit and Trust Co., 
USF&G, National Icee Corporation, Alban Tractors, 
The Rouse Company, and First National Bancorp. 

"In my experience of working on the promotion of 
the Breeders' Cup, I see sponsorship as an opportun¬ 
ity for the business world and an opportunity for the 
racing community," says Michael Letis, president of 
SMTI. "Racing fans are consumers, just like football 
fans, just like baseball fans. In fact, racing fans are a 
broad cross-section of the American consumer profile, 
both at the track and watching TV . . . Corporate 
sponsors can make things happen for us in racing." 

Heightened interest in steeplechasing has also 
bridged national boundaries. Last year's Breeders' 
Cup Steeplechase included entries bred in England, 
Ireland, France, New Zealand and Argentina as well 
as the United States. 
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Fair Hill continued 


The heavy favorite was America's Eclipse champion 
Flatterer, who was scratched with muscular difficul¬ 
ties just before post time, to the audible groans of his 
manv backers in the crowd. 

Winner of the 1986 race was Kentucky-bred Census, 
owned by George Chase of Atlanta, trained by Penn¬ 
sylvanian Janet Elliot, and ridden by Jeff Teter. Second 
was English-bred and ridden Kesslin, purchased ex¬ 
pressly for the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase and repre¬ 
senting Cot Campbell's Dogwood Stable syndicate's 
initial venture into jumpers. Kesslin was folowed by 
Maryland's Arcadia Stable's Argentine import Pont 
du Loup. 

Ironically, an old tendon injury kept Census out of 
the 1986 Colonial Cup in November while Flatterer 
recovered to pick off the race for the fourth time. 
However, trainer Elliot reports that "Census is in 
training for the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, and we'll 
just have to see what happens." 

The second and third finishers were trained by But¬ 
ler, Md., native Charlie Fenwick. Both currently on 
the injured list, neither Kesslin nor Pont du Loup will 
compete in this renewal.

Instead, Fenwick has Arcadia Stable's The Clown 
and a new Dogwood Stable purchase. Inlander, point¬ 
ed squarely in Fair Hill's direction. 

"The Clown won this summer at Saratoga," says 
Fenwick, "and Inlander, who just came from England 
the first of August, won two handicap hurdles in '87: 
the William Hill Imperial Cup at Sandown and the 
Swinton Insurance Brokers' Cup. He also won the 
Ascot Stakes on the flat. Both these horses are looking 
good." 

Nevertheless, American hopes will no doubt be 
pinned on Flatterer's successfully making the trip 
from his trainer Jonathan Sheppard's nearby Penn¬ 
sylvania yard this year. 

For the European contenders, owner Guiseppe 
Campanella has promised that his French champion 
Gacko, who ran fifth in 1986, will try again in 1987. 

Three other French horses whose owners have 
shown strong interest are Grand Tresor, owned by 
American Claire Stephenson, the granddaughter of 
the owner of Jay Trump, three-time Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner and winner of the Aintree Grand National 
in 1965; Marly River, a 4-year-old owned by Christina- 
Serge Hameau; and Cyborg, which belongs to French 
racing journalist Philippe Lorain. 

The closest to a sure British entry is Aonoch, bought 
for a record-setting £110,000 (approximately $176,000) 
especially to run in this American race. Aonoch is 
trained by "Mouse" Morris, who also trains jumpers 
in England for Mrs. Miles Valentine of Pennsylvania. 
In addition, Morris trains Outrider, whose owner Joe 
King would like to see his horse compete at Fair Hill. 

David Nicholson, one of Britain's foremost trainers, 
is also steering his best 'chaser. Very Promising, to¬ 
ward Maryland. 

The offer by Mersant Transportation, The Curragh 
Bloodstock Agency, and British Caledonian Airways 
to subsidize ground transportation costs, airfare, and 
quarantine expenses has made the Breeders' Cup 
Steeplechase even more appealing abroad. 

When he created his beautiful Fair Hill course in the 
1920s, sportsman William duPont Jr. envisioned a 
steeplechasing contest unequaled in the world. Du¬ 
Pont died in 1965, and with him much of a special era. 
But a decade later, the State of Maryland purchased 
Fair Hill. In 1986 and again in 1987, the richest stee¬ 
plechase in the history of the sport, the $250,000 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, comes close to fulfilling 
duPont's dream. □

LOOKING BACK . . . 


50 Years Ago... 

■ A half-century past, as today. 
Sagamore Farm was in the news. 

The Maryland Horse 
reported: "When Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt came into the second 
quarter of his not inconsiderable 
inheritance during September, he 
wisely sank a part thereof into the 
purchase of the Hoen Farm from 
Mrs. Grace C. Hoen and John 
Councilman. The first-class 
farming property adjoins 
Sagamore to the south and will 
make a needed addition to the 
Vanderbilt property which now 
covers some 1,100 acres. This was 
announced at Havre de Grace by 
trainer-manager J.H. Stotler who 
at the same time made public that 
two services to Discovery for 1938 
had been booked by Conti 
Luchino Visconti of Milan, Italy. 
Stotler had not been informed of 
the names or breeding of the 
mares but it is interesting to note 


that the first time such an 
unheard-of event as shipping a 
couple of mares from Italy to 
America for breeding occurred, 
they should come to Maryland." 

■ The October 1937 Maryland 
HORSE carried a picture of 
3-year-old Eagle Pass, by Night 
Flyer—Miss Simplicity by Spur, 
on the cover. The winner of the 
Havre de Grace Handicap was 
owned by Texan Emerson F. 
Woodward's well-known Valdina 
Farms. 

■ Ever striving to improve 
Maryland's Thoroughbred 
breeding, MARYLAND HORSE 
editor Humphrey Finney 
remarked in a story about new 
stallions: 

"It is questionable if one-third 
of the state's stallions filled their 
books last year. We need more 
and better mares all the time in 
Maryland, and on this subject it is 
pertinent to remark that the band

of mares offered for sale at 
Lexington next month by Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer will present a fine 
opportunity of obtaining some 
excellent blood." 

■ Richard K. Mellon's Toolbox 
won the Big Elk flat race at Fair 
Hill and Campbell Weir's 
Soldier's Fate captured the 
Foxcatcher National Cup 
steeplechase with J.S. Harrison as 
rider. 


30 Years Ago... 

■ In 1957 the old wooden 
grandstand at Timonium was 
burned down to allow 
construction of the present steel 
and concrete stands. 

Said the Maryland Horse: 
"Shortly after the close of the 
Timonium meeting, fire 
equipment from several 
surrounding communities 
converged on the State 
Fairgrounds preparatory to the 
burning of the 30-year-old 
wooden stand. The destruction of 
the stand was completed in a 
multiple-phase operation, with 
rookies of several fire companies 
holding the flames in check." 

It was a year for race track 
reconstruction: "While Timonium 
was destroying the old to make 
way for the new, a similar project 
was nearing completion at Laurel, 
where a $70,000 grandstand 
remodeling job is in progress. The 
entrance to the grandstand has 
been completely rebuilt and new 
floors, ceilings and rest rooms 
installed." 

■ A yearling bay colt by ’"Hunters 
Moon IV out of Golden Bells was 
judged grand champion of the 
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Maryland State Fair 
Thoroughbred show. The colt, 
pictured on the cover of the 
Maryland Horse, also was 
awarded the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association challenge 
trophy as the best Maryland-bred 
exhibited. Mr. and Mrs. Harry A. 
Love were the owners of the 
prizewinner. 

■ Retirement of Discovery was 
announced: 'Twenty-six-year-old 
Discovery, patriarch of Sagamore, 
premier broodmare sire, 
weight-carrying champion, and 
pride of the Maryland breeding 
industry, has been retired at the 
height of his fame. The Old 
Gentleman's health began to 
deteriorate during the summer, 
prompting owner Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt and farm manager 
Ralph Kercheval to retire him 
from active duty. 

"The decision was made while 
his finest racing son. Find, is 
having his best year—at the age 
of seven—and only shortly after a 
Discovery filly fetched $49,000, 
the highest price paid for a 
yearling filly at Saratoga this year. 






At the time of his retirement. 
Discovery stood sixth on the list 
of America's leading broodmare 
sires, his daughters having 
produced 49 winners of 94 races 
(including one dead-heat) and 
$520,955 in first monies. 

Included are three stakes winners 
of seven stakes." 


10 Years Ago... 

■ The Minstrel, resplendent in 
color, appeared on the Maryland 
HORSE cover with his groom, Paul 
Gsell. The occasion was the 
retirement of the distinguished 
son of Northern Dancer from 
racing and his installation at 
Windfields as Maryland's newest 
stallion. 

"Maryland's newest stallion is a 
little fellow—a chestnut splashed 
with lots of white. 


" 'He stands 15 hands two and 
three-quarter inches,' says Russell 
Alexander (manager of 
Windfields). ' He's small. But he's 
not as small as his daddy. His 
daddy stands 15 hands one and a 
half inches.' 

"Who are these little horses? 

"The chestnut is The Minstrel, 
the world's most expensive horse 
following his recent syndication at 
$9 million. His daddy is Northern 
Dancer, the nation's leading 
stallion in 1977. Northern Dancer 
was syndicated for $2.4 million 
seven years ago." 

Racing in England and Ireland, 
The Minstrel had won the English 
Derby, Irish Derby, and the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes, capturing in all seven of 
nine starts and earning over 
$570,000. 

From 1981 through 1986, The 
Minstrel's offspring won in excess 
of $6 million. □

Editorial 


Horse Farming May Suit Growing Suburban Sprawl 

recent conference Held Hy the University of Maryland at Wye Plantation on the Eastern 
Shore brought together educators and farm leaders from across the state to discuss the future of 
agriculture in Maryland. 

Of all the issues discussed and conclusions drawn, only a few garnered broad consensus 
among those in attendance. The most obvious conclusion reached is that, regardless of pro¬ 
grams, plans and policies, Maryland is bound to become increasingly urbanized. To the extent 
that any significant agriculture exists in this state in the future, especially in the counties around 
and between Washington and Baltimore, it will necessarily be a mode of agriculture that is at 
least somewhat compatible with a suburban setting. 

Certain kinds of agricultural enterprises—especially intensive feeding facilities for poultry, 
swine or cattle—are clearly not the kinds of “farms” most suburbanites want to overlook from 
their decks or kitchen windows. Controveries often result, and home and home sites adjacent to 
such operations are discounted. 

However, horse breeding farms, while not universally welcome, at least connote a different 
feel. In fact, real estate classified ads often boast that homes overlook horse farms. 

As state planners, educators and policymakers consider Maryland's future, it behooves 
them to look closely at the environmental benefits of horse-oriented agriculture. In an increas¬ 
ingly urban state, horses may well be the least offensive agricultural enterprises.
